Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 9-13 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art of record, 
and therefore are allowable. This invention relates to a method for arylation of 
aza-heterocycles with activated aromatics compounds in the presence of caesium 
carbonate. The closest prior art is Hartwig et al. 5,977,361, discloses processes of 
making N-aryl compounds. The difference between prior art and instant claims is that 
reaction conditions are different, the instant processes are operated at lower 
temperature and in the absence of a catalyst. Suggestion for modification of above 
reference to obtain the instant processes has not been found. Claims 9-13 are allowed.
